Washington, March 3.—The "big nve 


meat packers were charged in testi- 
mony givea before the house agricul- 
ture committee today by J. H. Mont- 
gomery, of Basin, Wyoming, with hav- 
ing reduced HveBtock prices and driven 
growers out of business. 


Mr. Montgomery described himself as 


"just an ordinary stock grower." He 
deplored 
injunction and "immunity 
baths" in proceedings against t*e pack- 
ers 


"The 
packers thrive on injunctions,' 


he said. "An injunction does not bother 
them any more than insert powder does 
a cootie. The whole beef packing In- 
dustry should be put through a de-lous 
ing station." 
Lack of action by congress in passing 


legislation to control the packers and 
recent court decrees are causing a loss 
of confidence in both congress and the 
courst, the witness said. 
"Those conditions are producing so 
ciahits, anarchists and 
Bolshevists 
faster than the attorney general can 
get bottoms to ship them out," he said 
Mr. Montgomery charged the packers 


with efforts to influence stock growers 
and prevent their protesting against 
legislation for their control, 


"For 
years every .grower has been 


flooded with packers' propaganda," be 
said. "Every log house in Wyoming has 
enough to keep its flres going."

"The engine of a car can he mis- 


treated frequently before it begins to 
complain, but tlic finish can be mis- 
treated once or twice—then there Is 
no finish left to mistreat," sajs Wil 
Hani H. Stewart, piesident of 
the 


Stewart Automobile school. \ 


"The lack of wnshin;; and the essen- 


tial knowledge of not knowing how to 
wash a car will ;;o further towards 
ruining the appearance tlinn any other 
thing. The vanmh of a new car is 
benefited and hardened bv washing 
with clear cold water, but mud that is 
allowed to dry upon the body takes 
the oil from the varnish and leaves 
the finish mottled and streaky. Dirt is 
' not the only enemy, for gases from 


the garage and even the atmosphere 
of some towns attack the finish of the 
car that is not frequently washed. 


First Remove Dust. 


" "Begin by cleaning the top. Take a 
good stilt brush and remove the dust, 
then either sponge or use a soft cloth 
with warm water and pure soap. A 
chamois kept especially for the pur- 
pose will tend to hasten the crying and 
the top must not be folded until it is 
thoroughly dry. 


"The upholstery, if of cloth, is best 


'cleaned by sponging with water con- 
taming a little salt and alcohol. If of 
leather a woolen cloth dipped in clear 
water to which a few drops of ammo- 
nia has been added is best. 


"In cleaning the body, be sure to re- 


move the nozzle of the hose and flow 
the water over every part of the body. 
This will serve to wash off most of the 
dust and also loosen the mud. 
In 


cases where the car is very dirty it is 
best to do this and then let it stand 
.for a few minutes before going over it 
again with the hose. Then take a soft 
sponge and follow the hose over the 
body. If certain portions are grease 
spotted these should be washed sep- 
arately with pure water and castile 
soap, hut except in this one instance 
soap of any kind should be avoided on 
itho body. 


To Get at Grease. 


"The road oil and grease that collect 


on the running gear require different 
methods of removal and also other 
,'toois. Special brushes will get at the 
grease in inaccessible corners. In the 
case of the wheel hubs, care should be 
•used to prevent water and grit work- 
Ing into the bearings. The chamois 
used on the body should never be used 
on the running gear, a separate cha- 
mois being kept for this one purpose* 
A heavy accumulation should never be 
,taken off by dusting. It should be 
made to flow off with the hose. If you 
wish to use a body polish beware* of 
the many inferior grades on the mar- 
'bet. If any, you should use the very 
beat grade obtainable."

After the hard road was put through, 


it was an easy matter to haul a ton 
load on his team, and the round trip 
could be made in two days. So that re- 
duced the cost of haulage from.$36.00 
to 16.00 per ton. Today of course the 
difference by horse "power would be far 
greater, since the time of man and 
team is worth so much more than $3.00 
now. 


Or here is another case from Crosby. 


Texas, where a hard road was built 
for a mile out of town. A farmer living 
four miles out came in with two mules.

The 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer) 
Union 
government of Canada 


proposes to put through parlament a 
bill providing 
for 
woman 
suffrage 


throughout the dominion in national 
elections. 
Strictly provincial suffrage 


will be left to the decision of the prov- 
inces, but itis deemed advisable that in 
general elections the provinical elec- 
torates be placed on an equal footing. 
\Vere Ontario to grant full suffrage 
and were Quebec to withhold it the two 
provinces would not be similarly repre- 
sented in the dominion parliament. 
In local or provincial elections each 
province will continue to be a law un- 
to itself. This is a matter which does 
not concern the dominion government. 
If the franchise bill is passed, and of 
this there can be little question, it is 
likely that the woman of some of the 
provinces will be permitted to vote for 
members of parliament but denied the 
privalege of voting for constable, road 
supervisors and justices of the peace. 
Constitutional provisions make it im- 
possible to apply this Canadian plan in 
the United States.

Conquerors, the Dutch. 


Sumatra's war-decimated population 


amount*; to less than 3.200.000 most 
of which is not available for labor, 
the Island, therefore, barely beginning 
to attract attention, despite its riches 
In natural resources. Sumatra is im- 
mense In1 area and between its differ- 
ent sections there is little inland com- 
munlcatiori, that which exists being of 
a treacherous and warlike character. 
Much of the island remains unex- 
plored. 
Other parts such as the 


whole of Achin. are still in a state 
of warfare, which seems destined to 
end only with the eventual extermina- 
tion of the resisting tribes. 


The first hostilities of the Achlnese 


date back to 1599, but for the last 
forty years fighting has been continu- 
ous, costing more than 200,000 lives in 
the Achinese war alone. A guerrilla 
warfare of surprises and ambushes 
has been going on in the jungles, the 
determined resistance of the Achinese 
continuing undiscouraged, although 
their government has been deposed, 
and all their towns and strategic po- 
sitions occupied by Dutch troops.
